The campaign for a national ref- 
erendum, or vote of the people; on 
the question of’ war is being push- 
ed by isolationist groups in con- 
gress. Claiming that the Ameri- 
can people have had no oppor- 
‘tunity to vote officially on this 
“greatest of all issues,” these 
groups propose a national roll call 
in which all eligible voters would 
participate. 

The country has been divided on 
the war referendum idea, with a 
slight majority in favor, as shown 
‘in periodic checks by the Amer- 


‘ican Institute of Public Opinion. 


The size of the majority has va- 
‘ried from time to time, running 
from as low as 51 per cent when 
ithe war broke out, to as high as 
60 per cent in the beginning of 
'1940. The latest survey on the 
subject, completed, early this 
‘month by the Asaalieas Institute 
‘of Public Opinion, shows the fol- 
wing: 

“Should a vote of the people 
be required before congress can 
send men to fight overseas?” 

Yes 56 Per Cent. 

No 44 Per Cent 
Only a small proportion of vot- 
ers—6 per cent—expressed no 
‘opinion on the issue. 
| The referendum proposal was 
first placed before congress’ by 
‘Congressman Louis Ludlow, of In- 
'diana, who has sponsored it at 
nearly every recent session. At one 
time, a house resolution to bring

‘ation failed by only a few votes, 
and the bill has continued to be 
the center of wide controversy and

Roosevelt Asks Congress 
To Modify Ship Laws 
in Emergency. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—(F) 


To permit tankers to carry larger 
loads of oil and to spread the 
available supply of experienced 
seamen over a larger number of 
ships, President Roosevelt today 
asked congress to modify the ma- 
rine inspection laws, 

The present laws, he said in a 
special message, are designed to 
promote safety at sea and should 
be strictly enforced in normal 
times. But, he added, “during 
this emergency, the priority of na- 
tional security and national de- 
fense must be recognized.” 

Elsewhere on the defense front 
the Maritime Commission an- 
nounced it had taken formal pos- 
session of the first of 28 Italian 
ships which have been idle in 
American harbors since the war 
|started. This was the steamship 
| Clara, 6,131 gross tons, taken over 
| yesterday at Savannah, Ga. 
| Damaged less extensively than 
_the rest of the Italian ships, re- 
| pairs had already been made at 
|Savannah. The vessel will, never- 
| theless, be dry-docked at Newport 
News, Va., before being put into 
service.

Seaman in Washington 
To Confer With © 
Officials. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—() 
Virgil Sanderlin, third engineer of 
the torpedoed United States 
freighter Robin Moor, told report- 
ers today that passengers and 
crewmen on the vessel “‘couldn’t 
understand” why a German sub- 
marine decided to sink the ship 
in positive knowledge of her 
American nationality. 

Sanderlin, 28-year-old Rich- 
mond (Va.) seaman, who was 
among 11 survivors rescued by 
the Brazilian freighter Ozorio 
after 19 days Adrift in a lifeboat, 
was flown here for conferences 
with the State and Navy depart- 
ments. He said the Robin Moor’s 
seamen and passengers thought at 
first the submarine, which ap- 
proached in the dark, was a Brit- 
ish or American destroyer or sub- 
marine. 

Not until First Officer Melvin 
Mundy visited the U-boat and re- 
turned with its commander’s or- 
ders to abandon ship did realiza- 
tion dawn, he said, that the sub- 
marine was German. Sanderlin 
was in the small boat which vis- 
ited the submarine.

Wine With Meals 


Certain foods blend in flavor particularly well with certain wines. 
Table wines, such as good but not superior claret, red Rhone, or red | 
Italian wine, do not usually claim a particular postion in a meal. They | 


may be served throughout informal meals. 


In general, though, where 


there is some attempt at formal service, these rules apply: A white 


wine is served with fish, and a red wine with meat. 
are served with dessert or at the end of a meal. 


Sweet wines 
If several wines are 


included in a menu (rarely more than three are ever served), less 
superior and light wines are served first, teading*up to a-very fine 


red wine with roast or game. 
and never before a dry wine. 


Sweet wines are served with dessert. 


The following table will prove a help in selecting the most ap- 
propriate wines, though these rules need-not be strictly followed: 


Vermouth: Use as an appetizer, or mixed. Serve cold. | 


Sherry, dry: Use as an appetizer or with clear soups. Serve slightly | 


chilled.

Income Surtax Likely To 


Run From 5 to 75 
Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—() 
Major provisions of the stiffest 
tax bill in the nation’s history, 
more than doubling the amount 
to be collected from millions of 


individual taxpayers and assess- 
ing corporations about $1,255,000,- 
000} more than at present, won 
tentative approval today from the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, announced the 
committee had voted to recom- 
mend a graduated system of indi- 
vidual income surtaxes starting at 
five per cent on the first dollar 
of taxable income and rising to 
75 per cent, the present maxi- 
mum, on incomes over $5,00°,000. 

Surtaxes of five per cent would 
be imposed on corporation net in- 
comes up to $25,000 and six per 
cent on those above that figure. 

Corporation Profits. 

In addition, corporations would 
be required to revise their method 
of computing excess profits in a 
manner that would sharply in- 
crease the amount of their sur- 
taxes. They would not be allowed 
to deduct regular income taxes 
and surtaxes in computing their 
excess profits, but would be al- 
lowed to deduct the excess profits 
taxes in figuring regular taxes. 
This is just the reverse of the 
present system, and committee 
members said the change would 
produce an estimated $1,118,000,- 
000 additional. 

In an effort to reach the in- 
comes of some corporations which 
have substantial defense con- 
tracts, but which would escape the 
regular excess profits tax under 
the proposed system, the com- 
mittee tentatively indorsed a spe- 
cial excess profits levy of 10 per 
cent, which would be computed 
according to a special formula 
recommended by the Treasury de- 
| partment. It was estimated that 
Fr would -produce approximately 
$65,000,000 annually. 

Treasury Suggestion. 

The committee-approved indi- 
vidual income surtaxes are lower 
than those proposed by the Treas- 
ury. The latter suggested a levy 


starting at 11 per cent on the first 


dollar of taxable income. 

No change was made by the 
committee in the existing normal 
income tax rate of four per cent, 
‘or in the personal exemptions of 
$2,000 for married persons, plus 
$400 for each dependent, and of 
$800 for single persons.

We propose to cheer, help and 
guide these girls.

The USO will provide funds to| 
operate them. The clubhouses will | 
be adapted to the needs of the in- 
dividual community, and housing, | 
recreational and welfare facilities | 


be provided. | 

Because the defense program | 
has suddenly and greately in- 
creased the population of certain 
areas, thé housing problem is tre- 
mendous, particularly in smaller 
communities. In the camp areas, 
in many cases, women and girl of- 
fice workers and laundresses have 
had no provision made for them. 
Families of defense workers have 
difficulty finding homes. Visiting 
families and sweethearts have no 
place to rest overnight. 

We will advise these home- 
seekers, and will provide for them 
a register of desirable rooms 
available in the community. 

Not only will games and dra- 
matics be provided for in the 
clubhouses, but dances and social 
gatherings will be arranged. 

Wives of service men will be 
given opportunities to make 
friends, to join clubs and hobby 
groups, and establish places for 
themselves in the community. 
Factory employes will find relaxa- 
ation after work. Men in service 
will have a center for amusement 
and social contacts 
hours. :; 

Emotional adjustment must. be 
made in these times. Wives, like 
the one of which I spoke, who fol- 
low their husbands and meet frus- 
tration and loneliness in a strange 
community, must be advised and 
helped to “find themselves.” 

Job Counsellors, Too. 

Other wives, whose husbands 
are among the selectees, or fami- 
lies from whom the principal pro- 
vider is taken and who find that 
service pay does not meet their 
needs, must themselves. turn 
breadwinner. 

Many such girls have never 
worked, and they become psycho- 
logically upset at changed condi- 
tions, particularly in cases where 
they are separated from husband 
or sweetheart.

Georgia moonshiners are aban- | 
_doning the historical ‘steamer’ 
_type of still for the more unobtru- | 
sive “groundhog” type—to avoid | 
detection from the air! | 

This was disclosed here yester- | 
day by Harvey H. Tysinger and | 
Raymond W. Martin, assistant | 
United States attorneys, on their 
return from Newnan, where they 
handled the government’s end of 
the criminal court calendar before 
District Judge Robert L. Russell. 

The federal officials said two 
Spalding county farmers, Theron 
Johnson, 37, and Jesse Durham, 
were convicted on charges of con- 
spiracy to violate the internal 
revenue laws. Johnson received a 
15-month sentence and Durham 
20 months. 

Testimony at the trial, which 
ended yesterday, revealed that 
moonshiners are now eferring 
the “groundhog” type of still} in 
which the still is sunk in the 
ground and a furnace built around 
the sides, eliminating telltale 
smoke. 

In the old-fashioned ‘“‘steamer” 
type, a boiler is visible above 
ground. The stills allegedly op- 
erated by the defendants were 
“spotted” by Coast Guard and 
custonis planes.

American Realism 

For too long has the United States gov- 
ernment temporized and permitted agents of 
enemy powers to work as termites in this coun- 
try. Now, however, it is evident that the fed- 
eral authorities will brook no more of this sub- 
versive activity. Official actions of recent 
days have forcefully demonstrated this fact. 
Berlin and Rome must realize, today, that no 
longer can they plant saboteurs and propa- 
gandists in this country to undermine the na- 
tional strength. | 

German consulates have been ordered closed 
and their staffs shipped back to Germany. 
German protest at this action will be bluntly’ 
rejected, as it deserves. Precautions have been 
taken to see that these Germans go back to 
their own land, that they do not escape into 
Latin America, there to continue their under- 
ground work. 

However, what is probably the most strik- 
ing evidence of American realism, in this issue, 
of all, is the instructions sent American con- 
sular agents abroad not to issue visas for ad- 
mittance to this country to any who have rela- 
tives in “countries occupied by another na- 
tion.” The reason is plain. It is too easy for 
Germany, by threatening the life or safety of 
a relative under her control, to force the other- 
wise innocent, well-intentioned individual, to 
serve her particular nefarious purposes. 

It may work hardship in some individual 
cases. But Uncle Sam at last realizes he is in 
a war with the most ruthless gang of ambition- 
mad criminals the world has ever known. And, 
to defeat such a gang, toughness is essential. 

Uncle Sam may be a little late, but today 
the old gentleman is getting completely “tough” 
in all his dealings with Nazidom.

THE WORST WAY. 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 


Cook county voted against the bond pro- 
posal by the county commissioners to en- 
able them to pay up the present indebted- 
ness and to establish a cash basis for the 
county, but the amendment appears to have 
won in the state and will probably be adopt- 
ed as a majority of those voting in the state 
supported the measure, it appears.—Adel 
News. 

This is an illustration of the way our clumsy 
and out-of-date method of amending our con- 
. Here is a case where one of the 
smaller counties was divided in sentiment as to 
the best way of handling county finances. The 
fight is carried to the legislature where no one 
was interested except the representatives of that 
county. A constitutional amendment was pro- 
posed and passed on favorably by the legislature. 
Then it was submitted to a vote of the entire 
state. Votersyin 158 counties came to the Cook 
county amendment and knew nothing about the 
merits or the demerits of the proposal. How 
could they know? Nine out of ten would natu- 
rally assume that Cook county wanted the change, 
and if they wanted it were entitled to have it. 
But it develops that a majority of the people of 
the county did not approve of the plan. They 
voted against it, but voters throughout the state 
who had no information voted it upon them. 

How much better it would have been had 
the legislature provided one amendment making 
it possible for cities and counties to settle the 
questions of local government. This would have 
removed a burden from the legislature, making 
it possible to shorten the sessions, and would 
have given people the right of home govern- 
ment and majority rule. 


WASHINGTON PARADE

HARDER VIEWS ON RELIEF WASHINGTON, June 19.— 


Latest information contained 
in American diplomatic pouches from abroad is highly discouraging 
to the success of various relief missions, sponsored by former Presi- 
dent Hoover and others, for the shipment of large quantities of 
surplus American foodstuffs to France and Spain. The information 
has hardened the attitude of our own State Department in support 
of the British, who long have objected to any wholesale shipment 
of American supplies to Europe on the grounds that the relief 
material would ultimately find its way into Germany. 

One of the most recent reports from out corps of diplomats in 
Europe warns that under present conditions in unoccupied France 
any attempt at general relief would be misplaced, tending to defi- 
nitely assist Germany in the conduct of the war. If the supplies 
themselves did not find their way into German hands, they would 
enable the Germans to remove other supplies from France, it was 
claimed., 

The Kituation reported in Spain was even more clear. Doubt 
was expressed in the first place that any Spanish relief organization 
could be trusted to see that the supplies reach the persons for whom 
they are intended. The suggestion was made that a large part of 
the supplies would undoubtedly fall into the hands of speculators 
and various Spanish organizations which would be unable to give 
sufficient guarantees that‘the material would not be exported. Over 
and above this the confidential reports projected the thesis that 
poverty is such an immemorial condition in Spain that no Spaniard 
can be convinced it can be removed or that there is any reason for 
attempting to relieve it. Consequently, the recommendation was 
made that no relief measure be undertaken until such time as the 
allied military position will assure proper control and administra- 
tion of relief. 


FRENCH EMBITTERED. While no actual shortage of essential 


foodstuffs is reported in France, the 
people there are portrayed as apathetic, tremendously cast down by 
their situation, and becoming embittered against the world in gen- 
eral. This is accepted as an explanation of the growing collabora- 
tion between the Vichy government and Berlin. 7 
The Germans still have the border tightly sealed between occu- 
pied and unoccupied France. Orders have been promulgated pro- 
hibiting any movement of people from one zone to another without 
the consent of German authorities. Not even a French businessman 
can move from one town to another without the required permit, 
Actually the occupied section of France is said to have ceased to 
be France since it was occupied a year ago this week, except for 
the intangible dangling by the German authorities of the possi- 
bility that it might be returned as a part of France if the Vichy 
government behaves itself and collaborates. 


The same diplomatic sources confirm re- 
STRIPPING AREA ports that have trickled out in cable dis- 


patches from time to time that the Germans are actually stripping 
occupied France by buying its products with paper money under 
their own direction. All France has to redeem this money. Un- 
occupied France has little industry, no surplus foods. It is largely 
a wine and fruit-producing area, with some grain. Mainly it de- 
pended on the occupied portion of the country for food supplies. 
Yet even here the Germans are reported to be taking over grain 
cargoes and other shipments of supplies from Africa, transporting 
them on to Germany. 

In short, France is represented to be so completely dominated 
by the Germans that continental France is to be regarded as entirely 
out of the war picture. The whole country Is so completely super- 
vised by German military, commercial and industrial agencies that 
any program of relief is out of the question. At least, these are the 
findings of our diplomatic agents. The fact that they sustain the 
British position against official sanction of relief missions may have 
a significant bearing on the future attitude of the American gov- 
ernment, which thus far has indicated that sentiment will not be 


allowed to enter too far in the question.

The union movement is so laced 
together by ties of loyalty, poli- 
tics, venality and mutual interest 
that a labor President and a labor 
congress could not give the whole 
community a fair administration 
without violating their first loy- 
alty, which is given to the unions. 
Or if the President and a scat- 
tering among labor’s congression- 
al majority had the conscience to 
attempt to serve the country im- 
partially, the rest of labor’s con- 
gressional strength would gang up 
on them, picket the White House 
with goons in lock step and four 
deep and declare war on any for- 
eign power whose ambassador 
sneaked in the back way to talk 
over serious matters with the in- 
cumbent Mr. Big.

It is probable that the latter instinct robbed Conn 
of the keen judgment he showed through so many of 
the earlier rounds. When Louis stung him in the 
thirteenth round Conn, according to newspaper and 
radio description, threw caution to the winds, al- 
though he had the fight won on points.
